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WE DON’T WANT OLEOMARGARINE 


The Alberta Dairvmen’s Association has become 
alarmed over the introduction of a Bill in the Dominion 
Parliament to lift the ban on oleomargarine, and is urging 
its members to take every means available to defeat the 
efforts of those sponsoring the bill.

Didsbury stands to lose considerably should oleomar- 
garine he produced and sold in Canada and local farmers 


tion in an endeavor to defeat the bill. 

The sale of oleomargarine in Canada will no doubt 
affect the demand for butter, which in turn will eventually 
bring about a decrease in dairying due to a decrease in the 
income of our dairy farmers. 

If Didsbury farmers are to remain prosperous they 
must stick to mixed farming and any attempt by our 
federal government to restrict mixed farming by allow- 
ing opposition to dairy products would be disastrous to 
all dairying sections of Canada. 

Everyone in this district interested in restricting the 
sale of oleomargarine in Canada should take time off to 
write a few lines to our local M.P., Mr. F.D, Shaw, Ottawa, 
and to Prime Minister W.L. Mackenzie King, asking that 
they devote their efforts to defeat the bill when it is pre- 
sented in the House of Commons, 


FINANCING EDUCATION TODAY 


One of the fundamental characteristics of education 
in our time is that evervhody benefits by it. A man who 
never went beyond the third grade benefits by education 
in that every modern appliance and every service he uses 
are the products of education. Since these benefits are 
widely diffused and enjoved the cost of them ought to be 
borne equally by us all. 

What we find, however, is far from equality of burden. 
The City of Edmonton in 1945 had a school mill ‘ate of 29, 
and Lethbridge only 19. Red Deer had a mill rate of 27, 
Wetaskiwin only 19. Among the towns, Coronation had a 
school mill rate of 41, Cardston had 36; compared with 
Claresholm which had a school mill rate of 12, and Irvine 
14. The villages showed a like disparity, mill rates for 
school purposes ranging from 82 down to 12, And_ the 
school divisions tell the same story. The burden of educa- 
tion upon local boards is not only increasingly heavy, it is 
also grossly inequitable. Some areas are groaning under 
it, others hardly feel it. 

In the circumstances it is commendable that some pro- 
vincial organizations—notably the Trustees’ Association 
and the A.T.A.—are beginning to study the idea of an 
equalized mill rate for all school districts and divisions in 
the province, Until the tine comes when some fair and 
adequate basis for supporting schools is evolved, The Al- 
herta Educational Council must urge upon the provin- 
cial government the need to make increasing annual 
grants to education and thus lighten the burden on hard 
pressed districts.

CAN BE FED 


People are being born into the 
world faster than they can be fed. 
Twenty million new consumers are 
hoping for food every year. Hund- 
reds of millions lack the needs of 
life. Death comes early to two 
thirds of the people of the world. 
The birth rate is the hard fact that 
stands between the people who 
need food and the people who 
would supply their need. 

The world’s population exceeds 
the present power to produce and 
distribute sufficient food and other 
goods for all, If the food supply in- 
| creases, the birth rate will rise in 
| India and China. A greater number 
of people may be able to subsist on 
| the earth but it is unlikely that the 
| Standard of living can be raised ex- 
cept by enabling the underfed 

people of the world to produce 
more efficiently for themselves. 

The lives of the people living in 
China and India cannot be made 
| better for any length of time by 

food from without. By increasing 
| their own efficiency in food produc- 
| tion, and by making surpluses of 
| other goods for exchange for food, 
| future generations may in time im- 
prove the standard of living. 

| Those who would plan and con- 
| trol the production and distribution 
of the world’s food supply require 
three controls which they are un- 
likely to get: (a) world birth con- 
trol, along with definite informa- 
tion regarding the number of people 
Who should inhabit each part of the 
earth; (b) world weather control; 
(c) control of the ability and wil- 
lingness of people work. 

Until these indispensable controls 
have been released to man, it will 
be well for us to make the best use 
we can of what the present admin- 
istration gives us, By producing all 
we can by healthful effort, and of- 
| fering it in exchange for what 
others can produce efficiently for 
us, at natural prices established by 
their opinion of the value to them 
| Of our food, and our opinion of the 
value to us of their goo’s, we will 
contribute best to feeding the great-

ROSEBUD HEALTH CLINIC 
NOT RECEIVING SUPPORT 
OF CHILDREN’S PARENTS 


Didsbury, the centre of the Rose- | 


bud Health Clinic, has for many 
years had a baby. pre-school and 


immunization clinic held in the 
town regularly every Saturday 
morning. 


The attendances cach Saturday 
have never been large and on pres- 
ent showing do not justify this ar- 
rangement. The first step in a re- 
organization program will be the 
discontinuance of one Saturday 
morning Clinic. The third Satur- 
day morning of each month, com- 
mencing February 21st, the morn- 
ing clinic will be held at Olds in 
the basement of the Administration 
building of the Olds School of Ag- 
riculture. 

T should further like to bring to 
the notice of local readers the poor 
measure of response we have had in 
a school immunization drive. 

During February all children at- 
tending the Didsbury school are to 
receive a physical cxamination. It 
was proposed at the same time to 
bring all children up-to-date in 
their preventative inoculation 
series. The staff of the Health Unit 
obtained a list of all children at 
present attending school and check- 
ed up their inoculation state against 
the cards held in the Unit office. 

A circular letter was sent to all 
parents outlining the need for ino- 
culations and stated what each 
child required to be brought up to 
date. Parents were requested to 
give their written permission for 
the inoculations to be done and to 
signify their approval for the ino- 
culations listed. The forms sent out 
were désigned to give the parents 
the minimum of bother from the 
point of view of completing. 

An analysis of the returns receiv- 
ed for the whole school is as fol- 
lows: 

Forms completed correctly 42% 

Forms completed but refusing 
inoculations 5% 

Forms not completed and not re- 
turned( i.e. ignored) 28% 

Forms incompetely filled in and 
returned for completion 13% 

Children who were fully protect- 
ed, no forms sent out 12% 

This measure of co-operation was 
rather disappointing as the figures 
show. 

Parents of children in Grades I 
and II are invited to be present at 
the examination of their children 
Any parent is cordially invited to 
discuss with me any points appear- 
ing on the medical report form each 
child will receive to take home af- 
ter his examination.

BRITAIN TO BUY 
AUSTRALIAN WHEAT

Britain has completed an agree- | 
ment with Australia for the pur- | 
chase of 80,000,000 bushels of 
wheat during the next twelve | 
months. Should the 1947-48 harvest | 
reach 210,000,000 bushels, an addi- | 
tional 5,000,000 bushels will be sold 
to the United Kingdom. The con- 
tract price for this wheat is ap- 
proximately $2.72 per bushel, f.o.b. 
Australian ports, Little more than 
half this wheat will reach the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, however, as_ the re- 
mainder has been ecar-marked for 
delivery to various British colonies 
and protectorates, and to oil com- 
panies in the Middle East. As a re- 
sult of this agreement with Aus- 
tralia, Britain will avoid making 
any requests for wheat from the 
United States during the present 
crop year and will save some 30 
millions pounds English currency 
in United States dollars.

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RAIN MAKING FOR 


THE FUTURE ‘ 


The scientific world is coming to 
the belief that artificial rain-mak- 
ing is practical. Rain has actually 
been “made” by dropping dry ice 
from an airplane onto the clouds, 
and also by the use of silver iodine 
in a similar manner.

led that a necessary condition for | 


| the making of rain must be the 
| presence of cumulous clouds with a 
thickness of several thousand feet 
and a high water content. As the 
airplane drops water from above 
'a chain reaction is set up which 
| brings about a substantial rainfall. 
Every summer, even in the midst 
}of a dry period, moisture-laden 
clouds drift northward over the Ca 
| nadian prairies. It is not beyond the 
| bounds of probability that the time 
will come when the moisture con- 
| tent of such clouds may be tapped

CANADA AIR LETTER 
SERVICE EXTENDED 


The “Canada air letter” previous- 
ily confined to mail going to the 
United Kingdom and Eire, is being 
extended on a world-wide scale, the 
post office department announced. 

For the standard 10-cent rate, 
Canada air letters may be sent after 
| Jan. 1 to Bermuda, the British West 
Indies, Cuba, Mexico and Central 
and South America. 

For 15 cents, they may be sent to 
all countries in Europe, Asia, 
Africa and Oceania, 

The service will not apply to des- 
tinations in Canada, the United 
States or Newfoundland, because 
existing rates are cheaper. 
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TIME NOT YET FOR 
LUXURY OF IDLENESS 


At the moment most urban Can- 
adians demand a “Canadian Stand- 
ard of Living,” whatever that is, in 
return for elapsed timeclock per- 
iods amounting to twenty-five per 
cent of their time; seventy-five per 
cent idleness has now been enshrin- 
ed in their social sanctuary, But the 
time for seventy-five per cent idle- 
ness with a “Canadian Standard of 
Living” is not yet, 

When Canada has produced en 
ough geniuses who will work most 
of the time, and when the geniuses 
have designed and produced cn 
ough productive equipment called 
“capital goods” to enable average 
people to produce sufficient goods 
and services, Canadians will then 
be able to afford the luxury of 
twenty-five per cent work and 
seventy-five per cent leisure; but 
not until then. The Scene. 


The total supply of Canadian 
wheat available for export or carry- 
over curing the 1947-48 crop year 
is 271.3 million bushels as compared 
with 326.3 millions in the previous 
year, Total exports during the first 
four months of the present crop 
year were 66 million bushels com- 
pared with 72.5 millions a year ago. 
It is estimated that the total exports 
of Canadian wheat this year will be 
about 200 million bushels compared 
with 239,807,000 in the 1946-47 
crop year. 

Total commercial visible supplies 
of wheat in Canada at the en. of 
1947 amounted to around 145 mil- 
lion bushels, over half of which was 
located in western elevators. Only 7 
per cent of such supplies were lo- 
cated at seaboard positions. T h e 
rate of export from Canada during 
the winter momhs will depend on 
the volume of wheat the railways 
can move to the seaboard. 

The wheat crop in Argentina is 
estimated at around 185 million 

i bushels as compared with 206,314,- 
| 000 last year. Australia’s wheat 
|crop is around 210 million bushels. 
Europe is experiencing a mild 
| winter in contrast to a very severe 
jone last year. This might result in a 


much improved 1948 wheat out- 
turn. 
In the U.S. winter wheat area 


heavy snows have fallen and the 
weather has been exceptionally 
cold. The snowfall will protect the 
winter grains, 

In Western Canada, Saskatche- 
wan and Manitoba have experienc- 
cd severe weather with an abund- 
ance of snow. Alberta has experi- 
enced a mild winter to date with 
comparatively light snowfall, parti- 
cularly in the south. While on a 
visit to Lethbridge last week Hon.
